the  Chancellor.  These  fcwo  services  liave  hitherto  been  la'd  ii.. 
one;  bnt  it  was  believed  that  Ih©  arrangement  adopted  ou  Ihi,-. 
occasion  is  likely  to  be  always  the  moRt  convenient.  Bntli  wta'r 
attended  by  Lady  Monck,  the  Misses  Mouck,  the  BiKJiops  of  Mon- 
treal and  Quebec,  &c.,  &g. 

Meanwhile  his  Excellency  proceeded  to  Sherbrooke  attendeil  by 
his  host  and  a  mimerous  suite,  and  was  received  by  a  guard  of  hoaer 
of  the  Sherbrooke  Volunteer  Artillery,  by  the  Mayor  and  Co«ii"> 
cillors  of  Sherbrooke,  and  a  large  crowd  of  townspeople,  who 
received  him  with  heariv  cheers.  Having  received  from  the 
Mayor  an  address  on  behalf  of  the  town,  and  having  visited  with 
his  suite,  the  principal  places  of  interest  in  the  town,  he  returned 
to  Lennoxville,  to  view  a  boat  race  on  the  river  and  some  feats  of 
swimming  and  diving.  The  diving  of  three  boys  of  ^^4  or  1 -"> 
years  of  age  only,  who  each  brought  up  immediately  a  while 
handkerchief  wrapped  round  a  stone,  out  of  some  twelve  feet  ol 
water,  elicited  much  approbation  from  his  Excellency,  as  \soJI  as 
from  the  bystanders. 

At  one  o'clock,  lunch  was  served  in  the  College  Hall.  The  ac- 
commodation being  limited,  the  invitation  liad  been  coniiiUMi  !.» 
the  Governor's  suite,  the  principal  officials  of  the  LJidvorsity,  aiii 
the  parents  of  the  students  and  boys.  This  circle  of  guests  com- 
prised about  130  ladies  and  gentlemen.  The  Chancellor  presided, 
having  on  his  right  the  Governor  General,  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Mon- 
treal and  Metropolitan,  Miss  Monck,  Hon.  Messrs.  Gait  and 
McGee,  and  on  his  left  Lady  Monck,  Miss  L.  Mouck,  the  Bislmp 
of  Quebec,  Col.  Monck,  Mr.  Godley,  &c.,  &c. 

The  healths  of  the  Queen,  and  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  wern 
proposed  by  the  Chancellor  and  received  with  all  the  honors. 
The  toast  of  "Our  distinguished  guests"  was  greeted  with  hearty 
cheers,  and  his  Excellency  responded  as  follows  :

It  has  been  a  source  of  ileop  regret  to  me,  from  circumstances  over 
which  I  liad  no  control,  that  my  visit  to  your  beautiful  coiintvy  sliould 
have  been  delayed.  What  I.  Jiave  seei'i,  however,  during  our  briul" 
visit  onables  mo  Lo  oslaldlsh  llutL  yoUi'  UlUversity  is  Iho  admii-alloli 
of  tbo  country,  for  the  enlar^r.-d  and  liberal  numner  in  which  it  i)rf»» 
vidos  for  the  mental  enjoynients  of  youth,  enjoyments  which  have 
also  ('on>j)rised  the  sensual  ones  which  we  have  just  partaken  throujjcli 
your  hospitality.     (Cheers.) 

Grace  liaving  been  said  the  company  broke  up,  and  proceeded 
presently   to  the  (voii vocation.     The  Montreal  Brass  Band  under 


t!io  uTiTo  Icnrloi'ship  of  Mr.  Lavallee,  and  the  Leaaoxville  Band, 
uiulcr  till',  kiadcrsliip  of  JMr.  Schiller,  were  meanwhile  playing  an 
o,xfcllc!iit  selection  ol'  operatic  and  other  airs.  The  weather  was 
luagnilicciii.  and  there  was  a  good  attendance  of  visitors  gathered 
ironi  ncaily  every  village  and  hamlet  in  the  Townships,  as  well  as 
tVoni  the  Cries.  The  attendance  however,  was  not  altogether  so 
Uirge  as  iright  have  been  expected,  owing  to  the  contradictory  noti- 
(•(:>  whicli  had  unfortunately  been  issued:  fh'st,'  a  notice  of  Convo- 
<,'ation.  with  special  ti-ains,  &c.,  ibr  the  30th  June,  and  then  a  no- 
i!(\'  of  ])robable  postponement  of  the  Convocation  till  the  autumn, 
on  accniini  ol'  the  Governor's  detention  at  Quebec.  This  second 
notice  having  appeared,  but  few  persons  were  on  the  look  out  for  a 
tliircK  or  aware  of  its  having  been  issued  until  after  the  Con  oca- 
tion  w^as  over.  This  was  a  great  misfortune,  but  it  could  not  have 
bi'oii  avoided.  The  convocation  hall  of  the  University  was  nev- 
I'l'iheless  rapidly  filling,  and  by  three  o'clock  was  full  to  repletion. 
A  dais  had  been  erected  at  the  upper  end  of  the  hall  for  the  Chan- 
cellor and  principal  visitors,  and  another  along  the  wall  to  the  left 
ioi'  Lady  Monck  and  her  daughters  and  suite.  The  Chancellor 
:"U)\\  after  came  in  and  took  his  seat  on  the  dais,  supported  on  the 
iiirlil  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Montreal  and  Metropolitan,  the  Vice 
{  liHUcellor  and  other  dignitaries,  and  on  the  left  by  the  Lord  Bish- 
()\)  of  Quebec  and  other  members  of  the  University,  all  duly  robed. 
His  Ex'^ellency  the  Governor  General  next  made  his  appearance, 
attired  in  the  robes  of  a  Doctor  of  Civil  Law,  accompanied  by 
iMessi's.  Gait  and  McGec  and  his  suite,  and  was  i  inducted  by  the 
Principal  and  OtUcers  of  the  College  to  a  raised  seat  at  the  Chan- 
cellor's right  hand.  The  company  rose  as  he  entered,  the  Band 
outside  playing  God  Save  the  Queen.  The  Convocation  was  then 
opened  by  the  Chancellor,  who  proceeded  in  a  Latin  oration  after 
the  usual  formula,  to  confer  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Civil  Law, 
honoris  causa,  on  his  Excellency,  amidst  the  cheers  and  hearty  ap- 
plause of  the  audience.

Tlie  Cl)an(;cllor  now  called  upon  the  Rev.  G.  C.  Irving,  M.  A., 
Dean  of  the  College,  aud  Rector  of  the  Junior  Department,  to  say 
a  fcvv  words  respectiug  the  progress  of  the  College. 
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May  it  please  Your  Excellency  : 

Mr  Chancellor— I  ris,-,  in  ol)odioneo  loyonr  injnnoiion  to  do  my  best 
to  fuliil  the  dntv  ^vhi(•h  falls  annually  upon  some  nu'nilK'v  otlhe 
Collose,  to  lav  before  the  Convocation  a  brief  stateinent  ol  the  pro- 
gress and  prospe^'ts  of  the  Institution.  I  very  much  rej^rel,  Sir,  that 
vnnr  choice  should  have  fallen  upon  me,  not  only  from  a  very  sincere 
clistrustofmvoAvn  powers  of  oratory,  but  because  I  think  that  one 
remark  wliich  I  have  to  make  would  have  ))een  niore  m  pace  at  a 
later  period  of  the  dav,  when  the  prizes  are  to  bo  distrilmted  .to  tJie 
pupils  of  the  Junior  l)epartment.  As  I  am  connected  with  tins  Co  - 
lei?e  almost  exclusivelv  as  beinj?  Hector  ol  tins  School,  I  must  ask 
your  indulgence  if  I  "coniino  my  observations  to  Iho  l)c])artm<Mit 
over  which  I  have  the  honour  to  preside. 

It  mav  be  well,  Sir,  in  the  tirst  place,  as  wo  are  honoured  to-day 
with  many  visitors  to  whom  our  history  is  unknown,  to  say  t\    lew 
words  as  totlieorlj^'in  and  pronress  of  this  School.     It  is  not ,  I  believe 
ijcenerallv  known  that  it  was  the  ori.iiinal   design  ot  the  venerated 
Koundefof  this  University  that  there  should  be  always  mconnec  ion 
Avith  it  a  Grammar  School,  to  serve  as  a  kind  oi  leeder  to  (he  (  olle-v 
properlvso  called.    Such  a  School  has  existed,  though  witli  some  inlx^r- 
i-uptions,  from  the  foundation  of  the  College  to  the  iuvs(>nt  day;    but 
it  seems  to  have  experienced  tlie  lluctuations  which  i-ommonly  alteiid 
the  career  of  anv  private  School,  dep(«n(ling  tor  its  i)rosi)erily  (intire- 
Iviipon   the   ability  and  character  ot  tlie  Head  1«)J-  tlio  time  being.

Ii  is  a  Ko.al  thing  to  cultivate  our 
boys  bodily  health,  and  to  train  their  minds,  but  it  is  a  far  belter 
tiling  to  educate  their  hearts.  It  is  our  privileue  here.  Sir,  not  to  have

The  elasticity  of  vouv  rules,  however,  enables  you  to  take  in 
nil  and  in  this  vou  again  resemble  lliein.    With  regard  to  the  value 
of  elassieai  education,  I  feel  dillident  in  giving  an   opinion,   partu!U- 
larly  in  such  a  presence  ;  but  fortilied  by  the  opinions  of  the  most  emi- 
nent uxen  of  the  past  and  present,  andtbe  labors  of  the  t'ommissioii  re- 
cently appointed  to  t«xainine  into  the  merits  of  such  an  education,    I 
join  in  congratulating  you  on  the  system  adopted  as  a  base  of  studies. 
"undue  pnuuinencemav  have  been  given  to  Die  study  of  the  Classics, 
hut  the  abuse  of  a  princ'iide  is  noevidenceof  its  unsotindness.  (Cheers.) 
I  am  not  going  into  an  elaborate  review  of  the  principles  which  should 
Kuide  edm-atlon  in  the  abstract,  which  would  he  impertinence  in  such 
ti  presence,  but  it  seems  to  nu'  that  several  [)oints  have  been  overlook- 
tihm   the  discussion   regarding  the  value  of  a  classical   education. 
Many  si«V,  What  is  the  use  of  learning  the  dead  languages,   to   what 
nracticafpurpose  can  they  be  applied?  Mow  1  contend  that  it  is  im-' 
tmssible  to  understand  oiir  own  language,  to  know  the  nuMining  of  the 
many  <juotatious  and  allusions  which  have  gradually  ci'ept  into   it, 
unless  reference  be  made  to  the  authorities  wluaute  they  were  taken, 
(t'heersi.)  I  ain  <?ertain,  too,  that  no  man  who  has  received  a  Public 
School  aiul  tJniversit  V    education,  can   forget  what  he  has  learned 
there,  or tlie  part  wiuch  the   Classical    Languages  take  in  modelling 
what  my  honorable  friend  Mr.  Mctieehas  very  appropriately  termed 
the   eomiuering   Knglish   language,  or  the  olevation  of  mind  and 
character  which  must  follow   from  its  perusrJ.    The  very  habits  of 
Htiulv  inculcated  train  and  disci])liiu^  the  memory,  and  make  other 
MtiulM'H  easy  of  understanding.     VVhert>,  too,  can  we  find  bettor  ex- 
amples of  (iracory,  of  composition,  or  of  poetry,  than  those  beqaeathed 
to  us  by  the  ancjents  ?  Their  works,  composetl  two  thousand  years 
liKo,  a.v\^  still  uusuri)assed  as  examples  of  mental  powers  of  tliought 
and*  grace.     No  man  can  arise  from  the  perusal  of  a   page  of  i)emos- 
thenes  or  Virgil  without  feeling  elevated  by  the  conbict  with  these 
r«'presentatives  of  (Jreece  and  Home.     The  scholars  wf  liie  present  day 
have  nnignilicent  oi^portuuities  for  the  study  of  the  Classics,  atul  I 
trust  none  will  forget  the  admirable  athice  given   by   the  gentleman 
who  read  th»?  Valedictory,— not  to  abandon  their  study  in   after  life, 
HH  it  is  dltUctilt  to  say  when  a  knowledgoof  tlu'in  will  not  be  requirod. 
(Cheers.)    Thev  should  rememlter,  loo,  that  the  day  will  conM>  when 
the  triuuiph  of"  battles,  the  ga.ins  of  <M)mmerc;»,  and  the  aj)[)lause  of 
Hwnates,  will  prove  as  worthU>ss  as  they  are  transitory  ;  that  ti.e  time 
will  come  tor  which  the  higher,  sacred  I'ducatlou   which  they   have 
received  has  i)repared  theni— a   day  in  whicii  the  theatre  will  bi*  the 
wreck  of  a  dissolving  world,  theapi»iause,  the  commendal ions  of  the 
IMvine  Heing,  una  the  rewar*l  an  inuntntal  Rolden  crown.    (Cheers 
and  enthusiastic  ai»plause.) 

TUKtH)I.LE<*K  MUSKUM. 

The  proceeding's  of  ( ■ouvoeation  hoinj?  broujj^ht  to  a  close,  the 
(loveruor  auii  Lady  Monck  were  conducted  to  that  part  of  the  old 
College  building,  where  teniporury  Hccomnuxlidioa  has  been  pro- 
vided for  philosopliical  iippai'atiis,  and  ior  the  collection  of  speci- 
nieus  of  naluml  objiM-tH  uud  articles  of  niMn-il'-wOMrin^?  industrv, 
inten<led  to  form  ihe,  nucleus  i)t'  ii  nuiseum.  Wliiie.  liere,  their 
Excellencies  examined  minulely  some  very  fnus  Hpecinunis  of  cop- 
per ore,  aidimony,  lead  and  gold,  procnred  from  ditlereni  places  in 
the  Fiiistern  Tow'nsliips,  wbero  mining  operations  and  explorations 
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have  been  carried  on.  Numerous  and  very  rich  ores  had  been 
recently  added  to  the  Museum,  through  the  kindness  of  gentlemen 
interested  in  the  development  of  the  mineral  resources  of  the  town- 
ships. Those  contributed  by  Mr.  Pierce,  of  the  Acton  Mining 
Company,  by  Mr.  Clark  from  the  Belvidere  and  Sherbrooke  jMiues, 
by  Mr.  Brooks  from  the  Carbuncle  Mine  in  Orford,  by  Mr.  "SV^ood- 
ward  and  by  I^Ir.  Stanley  of  the  Ascot  Mining  and  Smelting  Woj-ks, 
as  well  as  the  specimens  from  the  Ascot  Mine  and  the  Marvington 
Mine  in  Ascot,  and  from  mines  opened  in  the  Townships  of  Ham, 
and  Wickham  were  particularly  ydmired. 

The  gold  was  furnished  in  quantity  by  Mr.  Hunter  of  Stanstead, 
and  consisted  of  specimens  procured  in  the  Township  of  Ascot ; 
one  beautiful  sample,  containing  about  five  ^unces  and  three  quar- 
ters of  the  precious  metal,  exhibited  a^  the  work  of  six  men  in 
three  days. 

The  attention  of  their  Excellencies  was  also  attracted  to  the 
cabinet  of  Foreign  Minerals  and  fossils,  presented  some  years 
ago  by  Sir  Wm.  Logan,  and  to  the  case  that  contains  a  valuable 
donation  to  the  Museum,  by  the  venerated  Founder  of  the  College, 
the  late  Bishop  Mountain  of  Quebec,  containing  various  artichis 
of  Indian  and  Oriental  workmanship,  and  a  number  of  rare  and 
curious  objects. 

Ill  the  miscellaneous  part  of  the  collection,  there  were  speci- 
mens of  encauslic  Tile  manufacture,  as  carried  on  in  Kiighuid, 
ornamental  and  stained  glass,  gutta  percha,  india  rul)ber,  silk, 
leather,  cotton,  flax,  wool,  mohair,  &c.,  both  raw  and  in  different 
stages  of  manufacture,  and  samples  of  various  kinds  of  loctil  and 
foreign  woods,  fibres,  leaves,  seeds,  and  vegetable  extracts. 
These  were  collected  by  Prof.  Miles,  Curator  of  the  Museum 
in  England  in  18G2.  riiere  were  but  few  exanq)les  of  birds, 
and  animals,  the  most  Hoticeable  being  a  head  atul  horiis  of 
the  Caribou,  })resented  by  Col.  Rhodes,  and  prepared  by  Cou- 
per  of  (Quebec,  a  stuffed  (itter.  Loon,  and  a  \  eiy  bcautii'ul  pair  of 
Snowy  Owls,  given  to  the  College  Museum  by  Mr.  J.  S.  Ilall,  of 
Montreal.  These  birds  being  male  and  frnuile,  were  sliot  mnw 
Montreal  in  J)ecember  last,  and  were  stutlcd  and  mounted  in  a 
perfect  maiuKn'by  Mr.  Hunter  of  that  city. 

Ahhougb  the  er.tire  collection  isnot  extensive,  their  Excellencies 
were  pleased  to  express  themselves  approvingly,  juid  a})pear('d 
much  gratilied,  it  being  explained  that  amt)ng  the  objects  kept  in 
view,  in  the  arrang-  ment  and  extension  of  the  IVIusoum,  were, 
first,  the  purpose  of  illustrating,  (in  conjunction  with  oilier  ap- 
pliances) the  teaching  of  the  natural  sciences,  and  Natural  Histo- 
ry in  both  depart ments  of  the  College,  and  secondly  to  fovuid  a 
repository  for  the  preservation  and  i)ubh'c  exliibitiou  of  the  natu- 
ral nnd  industrial  products  of  the  country,  and  of  the  works  of  art 
and  industry  of  other  countries,  destined  to  contribute  to  the  future 
education  of  our  own  people  in  knowletlge  ami  taste. 
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In  tlie  evening,  the  Visitors  |)rescnt  at  the  Conversazione  ad- 
journed to  the  School  Room,  to  witness  the  distribution  of  the 
Prizes.  His  Lordship  tlie  Bisiiop  of  Montreal,  Metropolitan  and 
President  of  the  Corporation  performed  this  agreeable  task,  ae- 
coni[)auying  each  prize  with  appropriate  words  of  eoniinendation 
and  encourageinciit.     The  prize  list  is  as  follows  :
